Culling Poultry. 
By Harry Embleton 
Professor of Poultry Husbandry, A. 
and M. College. 
In as much as the indications 
used to cull poultry are caused by 
heavy egg laying it necessarily fol­ 
lowed that the culling should 
be 
done directly after the heaviest lay­ 
ing period of the year. This would 
be in August or September. At this 
time your good layers should have 
the following indications: 
Head: The comb and ear lobes 
of your heavy layers should 
be 
large. The color should be out of 
beak and the edges of the eyelids. 
/Body: The body should be long 
and deep in the rear for the breed. 
Between the pelvics there should be 
the length of three fingers width. 
The pelvics should be straight, pli­ 
able and have no surplus fat upon 
them. The distance from the pelvic 
bones to the edge of the keel bone 
should be at least four fingers. 
In feeling of the condition of the 
body between the pelvics and the 
keel bone it should be soft and pli­ 
able with no accumulation of sur­ 
plus fat. 
The color should be out of the 
legs and also the legs should have 
a shriveled up appearance rather 
than to be plump and fat. 
The vent should be large and 
moist. 
In small breeds the body should 
be large for the breed aud in the 
large breeds the body will be small­ 
er for the breed.
